Cow Cockle is an annual weed 
that is becoming a nuisance on 
some farms in Vulcan County, and 
it is well that everyone should be¬ 
come acquainted with this weed 
as tt is very hard to eradicate when 
once it becomes established. It 
flowers in June and July and seeds 
in July and August. It has a pink 
flower and does not respond read¬ 
ily to 24D and seems to scatter and 
get over quite an area in a very 
short time. The seeds are apt to bp 
distributed from one farm to an¬ 
other with the seed cleaning pro¬ 
cess unless great care is exercised 
in cleaning the plant at each farm 
before moving on to the next. 

The seeds are round, brown- 
black in color, quite large and are 
hard to separate from wheat, con¬ 
sequently they cause considerable 
dockage, but worse still some ele- 
xvators are having to reject grain 
that is infested .with the seeds. It 
is also ranked as poisonous to live¬ 
stock when fed with screenings, 
especially- chickens. Due to the 
many bad qualities of. this weqd ; it 
is well for every one tV> recognize 
it and be on the alert for it.. We 
have a specimen in our office, that 
can be seen at any time.

With the start of the shooting season, the usual ir¬ 
ritating circumstances pre bound to crop up between 
the too-eager hunters and farmers of the district who 
own the land on which the hunters seek to shoot. 

Farmers become justifiably riled at the careless 
huntsmen who trespass on his land; leave gates open 
for stock to wander out onto road allowances; or leave 
large, open pits following the shoot. 

Hunters should be civil enough, and appreciative 
enough of the rights of others to ask a farmer for per¬ 
mission to hunt on his land before invading his prop¬ 
erty. They should be careful at all times to close gates 
refrain from breaking down fences, and in general, act 
like one who is receiving a favor, and not giving it. 

Hunting is an extremely popular fall past-time in 
this part of the country; but its popularity can exist 
only by the continued full co-operation which is so. 
freely granted by the farmers themselves. To return 
this co-operation with damage and carelssness is to 
betray the rights of other hunters. 

In short — hunters should enjoy their hunting, but 
not at the expense of others. —Lacombe Globe. 

Values Of Cadet Training 

Cadet training for the young boys is invaluable. At 
first blush it would appear as though these camps 
would be for the express purpose of having a trained 
army should hostilities break out. This is one reason 
and a very sound one, for it is sheer murder when it 
comes to fighting trained men with untrained ones. 
Therefore, it is well to be prepared even though, and 
we hope, we may never need them. 

This training is invaluable because each member of 
the group learns to participate and shoulder respon¬ 
sibility which aids in the development of each one of 
them as a citizen. Once a boy grows up and finds him¬ 
self an adult member of society, the respective part he 
has to play is not found as difficult as for those who 
have had no such training. 

There are never too many leaders whether it is for 
sports, community activities or actual battle. A train¬ 
ed man who knows how to work with a group is in- 
dispensible. All boys should be allowed to take this 
training whether it be with the army, airforce or navy. 
Experience gained in any one of these organizations 
will be a decided bearing onl both themselves their 
communities or their country! for all time to come. 

A boy going into such a camp is taught what course 
of action to take when an emergency arises, and will 
learn how to delegate others during a crisis. Instead 
of looking for such excitement as is found in ordinary 
vandalism or the wearing of zootie suits as a uniform, 
the boys learn values of a far superior nature. They 
learn good sportsmanship and their energies are chan¬ 
nelled in such a way as to bring out their capabilities, 
thus producing a useful citizen rather than a public 
nuisance or social detriment. 

While some h&ve the qualification for leadership, 
others make very good followers, and with proper 
training a good follower behind a good leader is force-

Supervisor of 
Soil Conservation Weed Control, 
Alberta Department of Agricult¬ 
ure. That the season has been wet 
and work on the surpmerfallow in¬ 
terrupted is no excuse for neglect 
during the remainder of the year. 
Much good work can be done bet¬ 
ween now and freeze-up. but the 
work must be thorough. 

Cultivation should be shallow 
but all thistle growth should be 
cut. How often to cut will depend 
on rate 'of growth. With ample 
moisture and good growth, culti¬ 
vation every ten days may be re¬ 
quired. 

Don’t let the plants grow mor» 
than a couple of inches above the 
ground before eultivation, Mr. 
Sterling advises. To that height 
they are using up the food supplies 
in the roots.
